FRAUDS ALL RUN DOWN. 


Investigation Directed by Roose- 
velt As Believed to Have 
Purged the Department 


of Wrongdoers. 


Washington,, D. C., Oct. 5.—[Special.]— 
With the return of fifteen indictments against 
ten postal officials and employés by the fed- 
eral gra jury today the end was reached 
of the investigation into the extensive post- 
office frauds. These frauds in the postoffice 
department were first extensively exploited 
in THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE many months ago. 

Under the direction of President Roosevelt 
the frauds have been investigated without 
fear or favor, Assistant Postmaster General 
Bristow leading in the inquiry and Mr. Wynne 
assisting, These two honest officials have in- 
vestigated and conducted a sweeping inquiry, 
which resulted in from thirty to fifty indict- 
ments against postal officials and contract- 
ors, ranging from a former postmaster gen- 
eral down to a mere clerk, and embracing 
both republicans and democrats from all sec- 
tions of the country.

delivery of mail or the payment of money 
orders to those concerns, and would thus 
preak up their business, Tyner and Barrett 
conspired to give them unobstructed upe of 
the mails in order that Barrett might profit 
thereby. It is charged that Barrett had 
entered into an agreement with J. H. Nelms 
of the Baltimore bar, for a partnership in 
law, the object being to share in the profits 
which might. arise from representing bond 
investment concerns before the postoffice 
department; that in pursuance of conspiracy 
with Tyner Barrett investigated the schemes 
of the concerns and wrote and signed the re- 
port thereon; that this report declared the 
business in its existing form to be illegal 
and not entitled to the use of the mails, but 
that its basic principle was sound and that 


it could be made over so as to be legal; and - 


that Tyner and Barrett procured the sig- 
nature of the postmaster general to a letter 
written by Barrett stating that 2 reasonable 
time would be given to those companies for 


making over their business, during which 


time their use of the mails would 
interrupted. | 
Barrett Worked for Business, 

‘It is charged that this opinion was peint- 
ed at government expense and sent to every 
known company with a circular letter to each 
stating that the business of that company 
was illegal; that at about the same time, 
December, 1900, Barrett sent to each com- 
pany an announcement that he had réesigned 
his position and entered Into a partnership 
for the practice of law at Baltimore and 
Washington.

Janeway, died six yearsago. Mrs. Janeway 
has one daughter and Senator Platt has 
three sons—Edward T., treasurer of the 
United States Express company (Senator 
Platt is president of the company); Frank H.

Soley;: and Henry B. Platt, president of the 
Fidelity Deposit company of Maryland.

French Millionaire Wants Afri- 
can State for American Blacks. 


SECRET IN LEBAUDY’S IDEA. 


British Capital Invited to Interest 
Itself in the Project. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 6, 3 a. m.—The Daily Mail 
says Jacques Lebaudy, the French million- 
aire, who is supposed to be scheming to 
establish an emrpire for himself on the west 
coast of Africa, in reality is planning a great 
state to be peopled by negroes from the 
United States. 

According to the Daily Mail, Lebaudy de- 
sires to be handed down to posterity as the 
greatest benefactor of the negro race who 
ever lived. With this idea his intentions are 
purely pacific and commercial. He desires 
first to obtain the consent of the European 
powers, who claim to have influence over the 
territory on which he has designs, to estab- 
lish along the northwest coast of Africa an 
empire larger than Rhodesia, to be entitled 
the United States of Liberia. 


Home for American Negroes. 

Here he proposes to found a negro state, 
peopled by negroes from America, especially 
from the southern states, who would receive 
grants of land, and be encouraged to found 
a country of their own. 

If Lebaudy secures all the territory he de- 
sires he will have a country rich in minerals, 
india rubber, and coffee. He is not unwilling 


to engage some of his own vast capital in 


the enterprise, but he seeks to interest other 
capitalists in the venture. | 


Wants British Capital, 

In this, says the Daily Mail, Mes the true. 
secret of Lebaudy's visit to London, where 
at the present moment he is in negotiation 
with several railway contractors. He is 
further in treaty with a.well known steam- 
ship company with a view of contracting for 
a fleet of vessels which will run from Liver- 
pool to Moravia, the capital of Liberia. 
‘The Mail states that Lebaudy employs as 
his prime minister and chief secretary of 
state a peer of the English realm, and that 
in all Mkelihood when he goes back to his 
“empire” he will take with him several 
other British noblemen. 

Lebaudy already has landed an armed force 
on the northwest African coast, has estab- 
lished a capital, and entered into treaties 
with the natives and Arabs, by whom, so far, 
he has been well received.

Record Attendance at Opening of 
City’s Night Schools. 


CREDITED TO ADVERTISING. 


Old and Young of All Nations Seek 
Teaching in English. 


“Tt pays to advertise.” 

This is what Principal William J. Bogan 
sald with a sigh when 102 ItaManes, twenty- 
two Greeks, 208 Scandinavians, sixty Ger- 
mans, and fifty-five Poles thronged last 
night the Washington school, Morgan and 
Erie streets, and asked in strange languages 
and queer dialects to be enrolled as pupils 
in the free night school under the auspices of 
the Chicago board of education. 

‘It pays to advertise.”’ 

Principal Cora Caverno échoed the words 
when seven Chinese, eighteen ItalMans, one 
Japanese, twelve Syrians, one Arabian. one 
Egyptian, twenty-four Germans and Scandi- 
navians. and three lonely Americans knocked 
for admission at the door of the Jones night 
school, Harrison street and Plymouth place. 


Initial Enrollment 9,419. 


“It pays to advertise.” 

This was a triumphant cry In the rooms of 
the school board after reports had been re- 
ceived from the principals of the thirty free 
night schools opened last night at 8 o'clock 
showing a total initial enrollment of 9,419 
pupils. The cry was repeated again when 
Assistant Supt. Megan discovered that more 
than 1,000 pupils had been turned away owing 
to lack of time to enroll their names. 

The 1.000 and more foreigners who returned 
home disappointed will be enrolled tonight, 
making the total enrollment approximately 
10,419, an increase of 3,700 over last year's 
attendance. This attendance, it is expected, 
will be further increased at the conclusion of 
the Jewish feast of the tabernacle, when a 
large number of Jews will enroll, 


Schools Are Widely Advertised. , 
For the first time in the history of public 
education in Chicago the free evening schools 
were widely advertised this year. Tue 
TRIBUNE and other newspapers gave many 
ativance notices of tl® opening and accounts 
of the work appeared frequently. In addi- 


tion circulars were posted throughout the 


city. These were printed in a dozen different 
languages. 

The most cosmopolitan school populations 
were at. the Jones, the Washington, the 
Franklin, and the Froebel schools.

Decorations Are Elaborate. 

Above the center of the stage, upon which 
was arranged five long tables for the notables 
of the occasion, was suspended a likeness 
of the English crown, ten feet high and eight 
feet wide, composed of 8,500 lights, vari- 
colored, representing the jewel effects of the 
figure. 


At the base was a band of gold, studded. 
with precious stones and pearls; above was 
represented the fleur-de-lis, and alternating 
therewith four maltese crosses. 

From these crosses sprang four tmperial, 
arches of blazing gold, terminating under a 
mound surmounted by a maltese cross. The 
inner cap of crimson velvet, bordered with 
ermine, all done in lights, completed the 
resplendent effect of the piece. 

From the crown radiated seventy-five 
streamers of soft’ golden lights, forming a 
dais above the tables of honor. Suspended 
within this dais and resting above the heads 
of the diners was a magnificent panoply of 
the arms of the city of London (which are 
those of the Honourable Artillery company), 
made of tiny electric bulbs, and on the right 
and left of this shield were crossed the silk 
fiags of the national colors of England and of 
the United States. 

Directly facing this piece at the opposite 
end of the hall, in front of the second bal- 
cony, was a similarly lighted panoply of the 
arms of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
company of Massachusetts, surmounted by 
an enormous American eagle, in electric 
lights. 

There were sixty-four tables, and the 
middle portion of each was a bed of flowers 
and electric lights, the lights projecting only 
half an inch above the surface. The flowers

Watching “John Ermine,” which Mr. 
Backett presented at the Grand last eyen- 
ing, is like 4aking up one of* the “ Best 
Books” of boyhood’s light-hearted days 
and reading there again one of those tales 
of frontier life—those tales wherein there 
figured brave scouts, Indians fierce and In- 
dians good, daring soldiers and a few wom- 
en as courageous as they were fair. Not the 
tales of hairbreadth escapes, which kept us 
eager all daytime to go west and fight red- 
skins, but made us wondrous skeery of the 
darkness at night; not such thrillers as these, 
but those better tales that told us of heroic 
deeds performed by the early pioneers of the 
west, the tales that had enough truth in 
them to make them seem real, and enough 
romance to fire all of youth's easily roused 
imagination. 

The years have knocked the enthusiasms 
out of us, and have tied the heavy weights 
of fact and materialism to the wings of our 
fancy—more’s the pity!—but it is good now 
and aga’n to take a peep back into that 
charmed age, and realize now, as we never 
realized then, the priceless happiness it con- 
tained. 

Such a peep Mr. Hackett’s performance last 
night made possible, and for it he should 
have our thanks, even if he offered us noth- 
ing additional. But he has offered us some- 
thing additional. He has given us a play, 
which, while in nowise great from either a 
theatric or a literary viewpoint, is neverthe- 
less pleasing beyond the common, is ad- 
mirably mounted and acted, and in its en- 
tirety forms an entertainment that is more 
than usually enjoyable. We do not leave 
the theater deeply stirred or especially ‘ex- 
cited, either mentally or spiritually, but we 
been agreeably passed and the time not 
wasted, 

Reading the synopsis of ‘“‘“John Ermine” 
published in Tue TrRIBUND’s columns last 
Sunday caused one to expect considerable 
of the melodramatic in the piece. There are 
moments in the last two acts that do par- 
take strongly of ‘this quality, but they are 
handled judiciously by the players and there- 
fore do not disturb. The piece as a whole is 
characterized by a quietness, naturalness, 
and reasondDieness that had not been hoped 
for. The playwright has caught much of the 
picturesque, open air spirit suggested by the 
Remington pictures of western scenes and 
characters, and the story he has placed in the 
center of this attractive setting is interesting. 
It is a story not entirely free from improba- 
bilities, but the credulity of the auditor is 
at no time so severely taxed as to destroy his 
enjoyment. The Indian-whites he sees are 
undeniably idealized, the warfare he watches 
is undoubtedly more picturesque than is the 

ne article, and after the final curtain 
has fallen he may wonder whether or not 
he really approves of Katherine’s marrying 
John, but if he will take it all as a bit of 
romance and give hisimagination a little rein 
he will have no difficulty in extracting much 
of pleasure from the play and its presenta- 
tion. | 
The scene showing Crooked Bear’s hut in 
the mountains is of unusual beauty from a 
purely pictorial point of view, and there is 
attractiveness to it also from the dramatic 
standpoint, especially in the prologue. The 
five people who appear in it are “‘ real Rem- 
ingtons ’”’ brought to life, and they move and 
act as fancy suggests they should. The act 
at the wagon train encampment has‘also the 
bigness and freeness of the western prairies 
about it, and the climax of the act, thanks 
to a most skillful employment of lights, muf- 
fled drum beat, and tense silence, is made 
strikingly effective. The last three acts are 
less picturesque, but only one of them—the 
third, in John Ermine’s quarters—partakes 
strongly of the melodramatic in arrangement 
as well as incident. ai 

The performance is exceptionally satisfac- 
tory in every part. Mr. Hackett has the 
principal rdle, of course, but he plays it with 
so much of calmness and quietness in both 
voice and manner that John Ermine does not 
stand out as the most striking figure fn the 
play. Maj. Searles, as impersonated by Mr. 
Roberts; the Wolf Voice of Mr. Perry, and 
even the Capt. Lewis of Mr. Seeley are re- 
membered as more distinctly individualized 
and characterized than is thé scout of Mr. 
Hackett. And yet the title part was not in- 
effectually portrayed. The Irndian’s habit of 
saying little is admirably suggested by the 
actor, and this despite the fact that he has 
to talk most of the time he is on the stage. 
The spectator receives the impression, how- 
ever,. that, although much is said, there is 
still more being thought. The achievement 
is not an easy one, and it proves Mr, Hack- 
ett’s careful study of the character as well 
as his mastery of the technics of his art. 

The childlike mind and soul of Ermine is 
also made clear to the auditor, and the whole 
trustfulness and openness of the man’s na- 
ture made evident.

BROWN FORCES IN WAR GAME 
STAND OFF ATTACK OF BLUES. 


Rear and Advance Guard Practice at 
West Point, Ky., Decided in Favor of 
Troops on the Defensive. ; 


Camp Young, West Point, Ky., Oct. 5.—The 
most important of any of the engagements 
thus far in the war game was fought today. 
The program called for am attack by the 
advance guard of the Blue|army on a rear 
outpost of the Brown army. Nearly 8,000 
state guards and regulars participated. — 

The Brown forces took a position along 
roads, the contour of which was like an in- 
verted capital letter “‘ A,” the point being 
their rear line of communication with their 
main body (imaginary) eight miles away. 

The reserve force, consisting of the Fourth 
brigade, Second and Third Kentucky infan- 
try, and two field pieces from the Twenty- 
first artillery, lay at the point of the letter 
“A.” The right prong of the letter “ A ”’ was 
occupied by the Third brigade (First, Second, 
and Third Michigan), and the left prong was 
held by the Second brigade (First, Second, 
and Third Indiana infantry and the First bat- 
tery Indiana field artillery). The broad open 
Space between the prongs was covered by -. 
first line of cavalry videttes and a second 
line of infantry pickets. 

One of the feats of the day was performed 
by the signal corps men of the Brown army. 
Two men strung two miles of wire along the 
Brown inner line, connecting the three posi- 
tions, and sent a message by both tele- 
phone and telegraph in twenty minutes.

So absorbing has the topic become in Wall 

street since the big slump in the shares of 
the trust began that factions have been 
created which, it is stated, in the ramifica- 
tions extend into the board of directors it- 
self. There are three parties—those who be- 
lieve a dividend ought to be and will be paid, 
those who believe the dividend will be sus- 
pended, and those who look for a compromise 
and state the ‘dividend rate will be cut in 
two. 
If a straw vote were taken in Wall street 
as to the advisability the preponderance of 
opinion would be that no dividend should be 
paid. It is pointed out that with uncertain- 
ty in the iron and steel trade now develop- 
ing, th a possibility of higher wages and 
a curtailment in. production, it would be 
wise to husband the resources of the cor- 
poration until the outlook is more definite. 
All the cash which has been raised by the 
stock conversion plan as yet has not been 
made available, so that the $5,000,000 nec- 
essary to pay the common dividend would 
serve an important part in its place.

On the other hand, the street has argued 
that thousands of stockholders have bought 
the stock because of its-reported great earn- 
ing powers, and as the dividend is earned it 
should be paid. It is believed by some thata 
compromise will be made between the fac- 
tions In the board. These authorities state 
that a dividend of 1 per cent will be declared 
tomorrow. *

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PLAN A CLEARING HOUSE 
FOR TRAINING NURSES. 


Applicants for Hospital Positions Are 
to Be Sent to a Central Bureau and 


Drilled Before Beginning Work. 


-Discussion of a clearing house for appli- 
cants for training as nurses occupied the 
session of superintendents of hospitals in 
Illinois yesterday afternoon in the auditorium 
of the Mercy hospital. Asaresult the county 
hospital may be the training schoo for the 
state, after a three months’ course in domes- 


tic. science. 

The hospitals of Chicago, according to the 
superintendents at this meeting, are overrun 
with applicants for positions as nurses, most 
of whom are without training or adaptability. 
To remedy this it is planned that applicants 
at all the hospitals be directed to a central 
bureau. 

The bureau, which is to be under the au- 
spices of the Illinois Association of Graduate 
Nurses, will examine the applicants and give 
those who are selected a three months’ train- 
ing before they are given any real hospital 
work. This training is to include menial 
work, and will end with a course in cooking 
for patients. 


FORCE FAILURE IN CHICAGO. 


Creditors Meet and Cause Racine Knit- 
ting Company of Wisconsin to 
Become Bankrupt. 


Creditors in Chicago and other cities lost 
heavily yesterday by the failure of the Ra- 
cine Knitting company, owning factories 
in Racine, Beloit, Ripon, and Stevens Point, 
Wis., and employing several hundred peo- 
ple. Creditors forced it to file a petition in 
bankruptcy. The liabilities are more than 
$350,000, with assets of $150,000. Creditors 
and attorneys decided on the action at a 
meeting yesterday in the Sherman house. 
They appointed E. E. Gray of Chicago, W. 
H. Tobey, New York; 8. M. Pedrick, Ripon, 
Wis.; C. E. McDill, Stevens Point, Wis. ; and 
Charlies Freeman of Racine as the creditors’ 
committee. They will have charge of the 
business until the claims are settled. 

The factories will not be shut down, but 
the changes will lessen the expense caused 
by having Offices in all four cities. The com- 
pany was organized*in 1891 with a capital 
stock of $250,000. Byron and ,Adoniram 
Blake were the principal stockholders. Two 
months ago Byron Blake was stricken with 
paralysis, and the courts appointed a guar- 
dian. The business for two years has been

NEW YORK SHIPYARD FORCED

Taken in Charge by Federal Court—

New York, Oct. 5.—[Special. ]—Labor union-

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TEACHERS OWE 
THE LOAN SHARKS 


Latter Annoy Officials by Mak- 
jng Board a Collect- 


ing Agency. 


SUSPENSION FOR DEBT. 


Judgment for Board Bill Results 
in Separating School Ma’am 
from Pay Roll. 


_ “Teachers are being victimized by loan 
sharks, and.the loan sharks are attempting 
‘to use the board of education as a collection 
agency.” 

This declaration was made by Supt. Cooley 
yesterday and was coupled with a vigorous 
denunciation of the practices of the money 
lenders. 

“The loan sharks swarm into this office,” 
said Supt. Cooley, “and tell me that such 
and such a teacher owee them money, that 
they are ‘bad pay,’ and that unless they 
meet their debts the matter will be laid be- 
fore board of education. Then they 
explain that they have told the victims they 
would call on me. They tell me not ‘to act 
until they again see the teacher in debt. 
They then go to the teacher and threaten 
to lay the matter before the board and add 
that they have seen me. The _ teachers, 
rather than have the matter brought to the 
attention of the board, often pay the debts, 
no matter how exorbitant the interest. 


Snared by Alluring Circulars. 
“The teachers are led into borrowing 
money by the alluring offers made in the 
circulars sent out by the money lenders. In 
these circulars the loan sharks tell the teach- 
ers that they may have unlimited credit, that 


and that the entire transaction will be kept 
confidential. Then if the victim is a mo- 
ment late in meeting her note the loan shark 
is over In this office making ready to use me 
as a weapon. The teachers, as a class, meet 
their debts promptly, but no doubt a large 
number are victimized by the loan sharks.” 

Board members object to having the board 
made into a collection agency, but at the 
same time declare that the teachers must pay 
their debts. : 

“This debt business is a vexatious prob- 
lem,” declared a school trustee. “ We can- 
not decide the merits of claims and the only 
action we can properly take is on judgment 
debts.”’ 

Debt Causes Teacher’s Suspension. 

Plizabeth K. Burdick, a teacher in the 
Bancroft school, was suspended indefinitely 
by the school management committee be- 
cause she had failed to pay a board bill. 
Judgment for $70 had been obtained against 
her by Thomas McInerney, representing the 
boarding house keeper. This is the first 
time a teacher has been suspended for non- 
payment of debt, and is the result of the 
operation of the new rule giving Supt. Cooley 
power to suspend all teachers having judg- 
ment debts against them. ! 

The committee, upon hearing the case of 
Miss Burdick, which is an old one, instruct- 
ed Supt. Cooley to act according to the rule. 
Six months ago the committee voted that 
Miss Burdick would be amply compensating 
the boarding house keeper to pay half the 
dill, as tt was shown that the teacher’s room 
had not been properly heated. Attorney 
McInerney would not accept this settlement 
and obtained judgment. Miss Burdick re- 
sides at 188 Humboldt boulevard, 


ADMITS BLACKLIST BY 
THE MASTER PLUMBERS. 


Not Good Policy to Sel] Other than As- 
sociation Members, Declares Defend- 
ant in $50,000 Damage Suit. 


Refusal by Judge Walker to instruct the 
jury to acquit and admissions upon the part 
of defendants that they had deemed it “‘ not 
good policy ” to sell plumbing supplies to 
other than members of the Chicago Master 
Plumbers’ association, were yesterday’s 
features of the trial of the $50,000 damage 
suit brought by Justin Wyman. The de- 
fendants are the plumbers’ association, the 
L. Wolff Manufacturing company, and the 
Raymond Lead company. 

John F. Wolff, vice president of the L. 
Wolff Manufacturing company, admitted 
that his firm had not sold gé60ds to Wyman. 

“What did you do when Wyman asked 
permission to buy goods from your firm?’ 
inquired Attorney Douthart, 

‘He threw down a roH of bills,’’ said the 
witness, ‘“‘ and wanted to know if we would 
sell him’ supplies. I was aware the Chicago 
Master Plumbers’ association controlled 
about 85 per cent of the purchasers of Chi- 
cago in our line. When’ Wyman told me he 
was in trouble with the organization, I de- 
cided that it was not good policy to sell goods 
to him.” 

“It was your policy, then, to sell goods 
only to members of the Chicago Master 
Plumbers’ association,” asked Attorney 
Douthart. 

“It was,’’ replied the witness. 

“Did you know of the demand made by 
the association regarding the sale ofsupplies 
only to members of that organization?”’ 

‘‘I knew ofisuch a demand.” 

The introduction of evidence was conclud- 
ed. It is expected the case will go to the 
jury this afternoon,

Both 
Storns and Smith ridiculed the notion that 
it could be McNamara, who in many subtle 
points was easy to distinguish by practical 
horsemen. He differed from The Fiddler in 
all but color. A lad working in one of the 
stables, who formerly rode McNamara in his 
exercise, said the Morris park horse was not 
McNamara. 

Oddly enough one man who should of all 
others be able to identify The Fiddler was to- 
day within an hour's journey of Morris park, 
but was unable to reach the track because he 
was booked to sail for Europe. This was 
Prince Poniatowski, who at one time owned 
The Fiddler. The Jockey club officials were 
able to obtain from the prince his oral descrip- 
tion of the horse, which corresponded ex- 
actly with The Fiddler’s marks. 

Both T. T. Cromwell and Charles Ander- 
son, respectively owner and trainer of The 
Fiddler, were questioned by the stewards, 
who wanted to know if John‘J. Ryan had 
known them. Both disclaimed all knowledge 
of the plunger. 

Many hard headed racing men declared The 
Fiddler was really fourth best in his race and 
he was lucky to win. 

The investigation is still going on, the 
Jockey club’s stewards having wired for in- 
formation from various parts of the country. 
Turfmen say if McNamara could be located 
his marks would be made public.

CLERICAL ERROR THEORY ABAN- 
DONED BY J. B. FORGAN. 


President of the First National Bank 
Issues Statement Charging Charles 
A. MacDonald with Uttering Notes 
and Obtaining Money on Them—Ac- 
cused Insurance Agent Refuses to 
Talk, but His Counsel Says He Will 


“Oome Out All Right.” 


In a statement made yesterday afternoon 
James B. Forgan, president of the First 
National bank, charges Charles A. MacDon- 
ald with forgery, and asserts the signing of 
the name of J. H. Graham toa note for $6,400 
could not have been due to a clerical error. 
In addition Mr. Forgan declares Mr, Mac-_ 
Donald has uttered other forgeries, andthat 
there is evidence in his hands to prove ft. 

Mr. Forgan’'s statement is as follows: 

“The case against C. A. MacDonald is of 
uttering forged notes and obtaining money 
upon them. He did not confine himself to 
the forgery of one name, as we now hold 
another note known to have been forged, and 
have held others which he retired before ma- 
turity.’”’ 

Charles A. MacDonald until yesterday was 
president of the Ship Owners’ Dry Dock 
company, 381 North Halsted street, and, as 
the agent of a marine insurance company, 
had an office in the Rialto building. He 
was arrested last Saturday on complaint of 
Holmes H , cashier of the First Nation- 
al bank, wif charged him with borrowing 
money on a forged note for $6,400. Mr. 
Hoge alleged that the name of J. H. Graham 
of the Graham & Morton Transportation 
company had been signed without warrant 
to the note, which was made payable to the 
Ship Owners’ Dry Dock company.

PRESIDENT FOREMAN VETOES 
COAL CONTRACTS OF COUNTY. 


Arrangements for Fuel Supply Must Be

board by vetoing the contracts for coal for 
three county institutions. His reason was 
that the contracts should ‘be awarded in 
conformity with the recommendatiomof the 
board's special coal investigating committee, 
or all go to the lowest responsible bidder. 


With the three contracts annulled and that“ 


for the Dunning institutions not awarded, 
the contracts for the county's winter coal 
supply are as far from being settled as ever. 
Meanwhile the price of coal is advancing. 

The contracts vetoed by President Foreman 
were awarded last week, and were as follows: 

Criminal court building—Baker Bros., Vigo coun- 
ty, Ind., Miami nut, $2.80 a ton. 

County hospital buildings—J. T. Connery, Miami 
nut, $2.70 a ton. . 

County building—Baker Bros., Vigo county, Ind., 
Miami nut, $2.80 a ton. 

The matter came up when Commissioner 
Van Steenberg asked that the Dunning con- 
tract be awarded to O’Gara, King & Co., for 


cents a ton less than the Daniel D. Healy 
company’s bid. He contended that this coal 
is within the recommendations of the special 
coal committee, and said the county would 
save $4,640 on the contract. 

The motion was put to a vote, but was de- 
feated, nine commissioners voting in favor 
of the motion, while ten votes were neces- 
sary. | 

Commissioner Thielen then moved thatthe 
Dunning contract be awarded to the Daniel 
D. Healy company. After this motion had 
met defeat President Foreman entered his 
veto.

TO INVESTIGATE 
THAT WEED BILL 


Citizens’ Association Wants 


- Light on Van Slooten’s 
$31,000 Item. 


PAYMENT IS WITHHELD. 


Reports of Many Irregularities 
in Official. Methods Reach 
Secretary Singleton. 


The commissioner of noxious weeds, N. 
Cc. Van Slooten, after harvesting Chicago's 
crop of Canada thistles and other trouble- 
some vegetation, has a hard winter job 
cut out for him in the collection of his 
bill of $31,000 for the two months’ work. 
Secretary Singleton of the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation yesterday declared the organization 
would investigate the weed commissioner's 
methods, and requested the county board to 
withhold approval of th> bill pending the 
inquiry. 

Many attorneys believe that the weed law 
passed by the last legislature is unconsti- 
tutional, and it is probable that it must be 
tested in the courts before the county board 
will consider the bili. 

According to evidence brought to the atten- 
tion of Secretary Singleton weed cutting was 
the least concern of the commissioner last 
summer. He went into office under the new 
law on July 1, and immediately began notify- 
ing property owners “that noxious weeds 
covering their lots must be cut at once. The 
manner in which the official arrived at a 
knowledge that weeds disfigured property 
was told in this way by Secretary Singleton's 
informant: 

Takes Weeds for Granted. 

“ Van Slooten sent a clerk to the assessor's. 
Office to make a list of all the unimproved 
property in outlying towns, such as Jefferson 
and Lake. Then the list was taken to the 
county building, where the names and ad- 
dresses of the owners of the vacant lots were 
obtained. Notices were sent the owners 
directing them within fifteen days to refhove 
the weeds on their property.. 

“The commissioner apparently took it for 
granted that any unimproved lot in Jefferson 
‘must be weedy. The tax assessors’ books. 
from which the lists were obtained, were two 
years old, and in that time many houses were 
built in Jefferson and property otherwise im- 
proved. It would appear improbable that 
weeds would exist on a lot where a house had 
just been erected, but the weed commissioner 
made no attempt to investigate." 


Involves 20,000 Land Owners. 

It is charged also that Van Slooten did not 
wait the legal fifteen days before he began 
cutting weeds and charging 50 cents a lot or 
$5 an acre to the property owners. His bil) 
for $31,000 represents charges against 20,000 
land owners. 

According to the law the commissioner first 
must cut the weeds and then assess the citi- 
zen. In hundreds of the 20,000 items in the 
bill it is declared the weeds are uncut still. 
though Van Slooten’s men are declared to be 
cutting them every day to “deliver the 


‘goods *’ to the 20,000 property owners. 


Hundreds of citizens, it is asserted, were 
induced to pay for weed cutting direct to the 
commissioner during the summer, although 
the law permits payment to be withheld until 
the next collection of taxes. The manner in 
which Van Slooten induced property owners 
to make these payments also is to be in- 
vestigated. 


GIRL IS HER OWN LAWYER:

Miss May Purcell Has Her Brother and 
a Saloonkeeper Held ‘to the Criminal

METHODIST CONFERENCE TO DIs- 
CUSS IMPORTANT QUESTIONS. 


Against Card Playing, 
Dancing, and the Theater Be 
Changed Is One Vital Tepic Await- 
ing the Delegates—Matter of Abol- 
ishing the Limitless Pastorate Like- 
ly te Cause Lively Debate—Keen In- 
terest in Election. 


Shall the restrictive rules against card 
playing, dancing, and theatergoing be abol- 
ished or modified? 

Shal]l the experiment of the limitless pas- 
torate be abandoned in favor of a return to 
the three or five year periods? 

These are the principal questions to be con- 
sidered by the delegates to the Rock River 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, which will assemble today at Aurora 
for a week's session. The convention will be 
of special impcrtance, inasmuch as delegates 
to the general conference at Los Angeles 
next May are to be elected and instructed as 
to the attitude of their constituents on the 
foregoing subjects and other matters of 
prespective legislation, 


No Questions of Revision. 


While no questions involving revision of 
doctrine are to come before the conference, 
it is expected that the consideration of the 
movements to amend the restrictive rules 
and to abolish the limitless pastorate will 
occasion some exciting debates. There will 
be 8300 delegates from the northern Illinois 
and Chicago clergy at the Aurora meeting 
and as many laymen. Bishop E. J. Andrews 
will preside. 

The legislative questions will be taken up 
at the meeting of the Pastors’ association on 
Thursday, when papers by three prominent 
ministers will lead the debate. The following 
day the laymen will discuss the same topics 
and elect their delegates. . 


Limitless Pastorate May Go. 

‘The movement to abandon the limitless 
pastorate is the result of a four years’ experi- 
ment, and is likely to succeed. The rule, as 
adopted at the last general conference, abol- 
ished the five year limit and made tenures 
unrestrictive, with the provision that ap- 
pointments should be made or extended an- 
nually.

For more than twenty years the Union Sig-. 
nal has been the official organ of the W. C. 
T. U. The publishing association was cre- 
ated for the purpose of taking charge of the 
business of the paper, but the editorial col- 
umns have always been controlled by the W. 
Cc. T. U. The Union Signal has not proved a 
paying venture, and when the management 
recently was called upon to meet a financial 
crisis it was decided to sell the paper. 

President Bailey of the publishing associa- 
tion and President Stevens of the W. C, T. U., 
both of whom live in Portland, Me., came to 
Chicago a few days ago for the purpose of de- 
ciding whether the paper should be con- 
tinmed.

UNIVERSITY HAS 1,556 ON ROLL.

Bohemian Poet Zaloudek Beaten by Ger- 
man Saloonkeeper Spachmann at 
3325 North Fortieth Avenue. 


“Tf I Were King” brought disaster to 
Vaclav Zaloudek when he tried to be a 
Bohemian Francois Villon. Like the famous 
Villon, Zaloudek is a “ tinker of rhymes.” 
Zaloudek was at a picnic near the Bohemian 
cemetery, and on his way home he and sev~ 
eral friends went to Louis Spachmann’s sa- 
loon at 3325 North Fortieth avenue. :

Unexpectedly Large Increase itn the 
Visible Supply and Also in the Move- 
‘ment in Primary Markets—Sharp 
Break in the St. Louis December In- 


Quces Some Unlonding Here — Other’ 


‘Outside Points Show a Declining 
Wendency—Corn Prices Depressed. 


Wheat bulls were more or less discouraged 


yesterday over the array of bearish news 


of a statistical and genera! character and 
the bears were an aggressive lot. The re- 


sult was lower prices all around, the Decem- 
ber losing Sec to %c, closing at 76%c, while 


tne May ended the session %c lower af TTtee. 
The dominant influences of the day included 
an unexpectedly large increase in the visi- 
ble supply and quite a serious break in the 
December delivery at St. Louis, in which 
market it is generally expected a deal is 


under way. 
Detalled figures on the visible supply as 


they came in prepared the trade for a more 


bearish showing than was made last week, 
but not for an increase of 2,250,000 bu as 
compared with the increase of 1,312,000 bu 
‘@ week ago and an increase of only 782,000 
bu at this time last year. In a general way 
the bearish appearance of these figures,was 
offset by the fact that the total supply is 
* now only 19,489,000 bu, whereas last year 
at this time the stock was 25,624,000 bu. The 
break in the Deeember at St. Louis began 
around 83%c and was not ended until a quo- 
tation of S8li%sc was reached. There was, 
’ *however, a slight recovery before the close, 
which was at 82%c, a loss from Saturday 
of fic. A showing nearly as bearish was 
_ made in other outside markets, the Decem- 
ber delivery at Duluth opening \c. off and 
closing ‘4c lower at 74%c. In Minneapolis 
the initial decline was \%c, the close being 


at a loss of \c. 
Cable Advices Favor Bears. 


The cable situation was heavy and exer~- 
cised its share of the generally depressing 
influence, Liverpool opening *%c to %c lower, 
with Paris %c to lc off on wheat and 4c to 
1%c' lower on flour. World's shipments were 
larger than expected, although slightly under 
last week's figures, 11,374,009 bu, as against 
12,138,000 bu the previous week. While the 
American proportion was 4,082,000 bu,’ the 
shipments from Russia were 4,424,000 bu, 
nearly 400,000 bu larger than the previous 
week. The Danube shipped 1,816,000'bu, as 
against 1,920,000 bu a week ago and 2,312,000 
bu last year. There was an increase of 192,- 
000 bu in wheat on passage, which was 82,352,- 
000 bu. Liverpool stocks decreased 144,000 
bu for the week, as against an increase last 
year of 200,000 bu. 

In nearly all the principal markets there 
was an increase in wheat receipts. The one 
éxception was Chicago, where’ the inspec- 
tion was 75 cars, as against 99 the previous 


Monday and 107 last year. The total at this

During thé 
last two. months the figures show that Rus- 
sia has exported more wheat than the United 
States. With foreign requirements reduced 
by cheaper offerings of foreign wheat in all

Dwindling Bank Accounts. 

In line with what was said in Toe TRIBUNB 
yesterday relative to the embarrassment of 
well known Well street firms and individuals, 
the New York Evening Post publishes an 
article giving a number of anonymous in- 
stances, and says, among other things con- 
cerning the reduced bank accounts of in- 
dividuals, that capitalists who ordinarily 
carry $700,000, $800,000, or $1,000,000 cash 
balances, have today only. $70,000, $80,000, 
or $100,000 to their credit. In other words, 
some large balances have been reduced from 
1-10 to 1-20 of their original proportions, 
The article continues: 

‘This general condition of depleted bank 
Walances is true of other rich men in all 
sections of the country. One $1,000,000 loan 
made by a Wall street bank for a promi- 
nent out of town capitalist was based on 
securities, as an officer said, ‘that had 
scarcely ever figured before in banking col- 
lateral.’ This investment almost equaled 
the urity of a government bond, and was 
of the class ordinarily held only by exceed- 
ingly rich men for income producing pur- 
poses. The owner, being in a tight place, 
was forced to pledge with the bank the best 
that he had. Another instance equally sug- 
gestive came to light through the private 
sale this week of a heavy block of an in- 
vestment stock that has lately been in de- 
mand around 200. The transaction involved 
10,000 shares, and was closed out privately 
around 123, which was 25 points below the 
day’s stock exchange quotation, to help an- 
other rich man to procure needed cash, Still 
another man with good credit and large pa- 
per wealth sought-in vain this week to se- 
cure $100,000 on his note. He had hypo- 
thecated all his gilt edge securities, and 
scarcely knew where to turn for more funds. 
The loan was offered to half a dozen Wall 
street banks, all of which turned it down. 

“A Wall street institution that is known 
as one of the chief depositaries for the funds 
of rich men made the point this week that 
much of the so-called forced liquidation 
did not represent selling by the banks them- 
selves, but selling by borrowers, who be- 
came too disgusted with the investment 
a to risk further stock market de- 
clines.’* 


United States Steel Common. 


Locally nothing satisfactory was received 
yesterday with reference to the probable 
action of the directors of the United States 
— corporation today. The general belief, 
however, was that. the, regular quarterly 
dividend of 1 per cent would be declared. 
But there has been so much talk of the ad- 
visability of either passing or reducing it 
that it is doubtful whether the price of the 
stock will be much influenced either way. 

Since last Friday the New York subtreas- 
ury has lost $468,000 to the New York banks. 

Chicago Stocks.

Brokers Say They Cannot Op- | 
erate Under It. | 


The Illinois insurance department has made 
& ruling which still further complicates the 
new surplus line law of Illinois. A Chicago 
broker submitted to the department the ques- 


| tion whether the capacity of an office could 


be said to be exhausted, within the meaning 
of the law, if it refused to write at the regu- 
lar board rate. The department:held that if 
an Office refuséd to write at the board rate, 
but was willing to take a line if it could get a 
higher figure which it regarded as adequate, 
the surplus line broker was required to pay 
whatever rate might be demanded before he 
could consider the.capacity of the office ex- 
hausted. Brokers hold that this will make it 
impossible to do business under the law, as 
agents who are inclined to demand a higher 
rate will have the brokers at their merey on 
any-large line, as they can shut it out of sur- 
plus accommodations unless their demands 
are complied with.

ON BIG SEWER 
A MENACE TO HEALTH. 
Commissioner Block! Secures Guard to 


Prevent Pickets from Interfering 
with Engineers at Pumping Stations. 


STRIKE 


The health of residents in the intercepting 
sewer district is threatened by the latest 
move of the striking employés of the city, 
Commissioner Blocki yesterday secured a 
guard of policemen to prevent men formerly 
employed on the sewer from interfering with
